That the Englifn having received information, by 
the capture of a Dutch packet, of a conliderable flect of 
Dutch Indiamen; about to fail for Europe, had difpatched 
ail the fhips of war at the Cape, to intercept them---and 
that the Englith treated the Arncricans very civilly, but 
would not allow them to take cargoes on board at the 
Cape.
